To ■Rin any war it is es^ntial to have 
confidence and to have that confidence 
continually bolstered. Such is the work of 
humor in our national war effort — ^to bol- 
Siter confidence. Does not a hearty laugh 
betoken a certain amount of confidence? 
The verj' sound of it fairly brags of 
security. 

But — and a verj- big BLT — ii would

A Purist Take* the SUnd. 

Then there's the one about our Dorchester 
.street correspondent. This singular individual 
is not a student. But he doe£ read the Daily 
Feature Page, and especially the music re- 
views, we take ;:.

Early in the fall, we sat through an orches- 
tral concert here in town, with critical ears 
peeled as a wcU-kno'wn woman violinist sawed 
her difficult way through the Brahms Violin 
Concerto. To us, the performance was no hell, 
and the following morning, honour bright, we 
pontificated: 

"Central item on the program, the great 
Violin Concerto of Brahms is an oldtime favor- 
ite locally. Thinking back, one recalls distin- 
guished performances by Enesco and Zimbalist 

that made the most of this inspired score. ^"s 

Choice of the concerto was a blatant error of 
judgment. For she lacks the musicianly stature 
and the technical accomplishment to interpret 
this work for the meaning with which every 
phrase is pregnant, building to a vast architec- 
tural unity. 

The still, small voice of 's violin was no 

fit companion for the vigorous accompaniment 
which Brahms demands. Her metier would 
seem to be the deliberate tranquility of parlor 
music. Intonation was far from perfect, there 
was laxity in the rhythms and the entire read- 
ing was too superficial to be effective. The 
orchestra, on the other hand, outdid itself to 
pronde a stimulating and sympathetic accom-

any such question we should be able to de- 
tect and appreciate the humor of the 
situation.

To do that is to 
foster a fake confidence. Whereas if we 
laugh at our own mistakes we are admit- 
ting that we recognize an error and that 
it is not worrj-ing us because, now that we 
know of its presence, we are correcting it 
and the danger is passing. 

Another point of attitude is the manner 
in which we should laugh at our enemies. 
It presents a delicate problem which, in 
the opinion of many, has been admirably 
solved by the Department of Public In- 
formation on the " Carrj' On, Canada!" 
program. On this program the problem of 
children of Eoiope are ludicrously portray- 
ed as "The Axis Sweethejut.'^ " and they 
are anj^hing but swrr*. W'uiic wc rliurkle 
at their antics, we aie tuotonkciously made 
to realiie just what their actions mean to 
us. To democratic men and wornen it is 
ia very healthy attitude. 

True humor is not silly. It is the height 
of wisdom. None of us want lo laugh at 
the catastrophes of this war in which many 
men have been maimed and killed. In these 
there is no humor. But from all the events 
ci this war up to the present date and those 
events which are to come, judicious selec- 
tion should supply Canada with enough 
humorous material to sufiBciently boleter 
their confidence and further ensure an 
allied victory. 

To excni.'e the democratic right to 
laugh as you jjiease is to aid your country. 
Thercfoie get rid of tjiose drawn lips, that 
stuck out chin, that poul, that frown; 
loosen up and laugh. J^augh in the right 
.way and jou have a tnie understanding of
